Nor 1s bthore wnch g::l‘mlntl to
hope for its speedy torminabion, We suggest
the inqnir_\' whetlior sociely mny mn‘. mve
made a mistake in i mode of earrying on
this contest. Has it not failed lo recognize
the fact that habitual oriminality is a oraft,
not earried on by isolated individnals, bat by
a virtunl organization comprehending vavions
grades and divisions of work, and especially
roquiring the combined nction of capiial and
lubor precisely as other oraflls do, and h‘l-..-
them, too, being wholly dependent for its
continned existence on this union? Fhere are
two well-defined classes enlisted in criminal
0]'\‘1“““!1“. the capil Jisls and the operatives,
those who furnish the menns, and those who
work the mnchinery; and fthe former ave
abisdlutely essential to  th '| itter, ].J.I.-‘II‘-'
are four kinds of eriminal enpitalists: 1, The
owners of houses or dens affording shelter to
depredators, and places Lo their congrega.
tion l!'ll(l l'lllin}'l!:r-hl coneert Hll]'.hih!i, |ij
house, amd Louses of prostitution, 2 .
receivers or buyers of stolen property, . The
pawnbrokers who lend money upon such
property. 4. The mukers ol burglarious and
other instruments used in ceximinal opera-
tions., It is the practical impunily of t_]_|.,._-a..
eapitalists which supports thie breed of thieves
and burglaps. As the law now stands, a man
pw.tiil-shmi of some enpital may, with ]liluphlﬂl-
yipunity, wse it in providing homes for
rviminals, arvanged, if so he pleases, for con-
cerling the thieves and their ]1[!_1!:{1:‘1“ and for
bi (ling the pursuit of the police; or such a
prrson may, with equel impunity, engago in

tLe manufacture of Dburglars’ and thisves
instruments, some of which are of the
moat elaborate construction. It is tme
that, ns regards those who onsh the
glolen property, either by purchase or
by ‘loan—receivers and  pawnbrokers—
the law does provide for their pun-

ishment; but the requirements as to evidence
are such as to make dotection and conviclion,
in ordinary cases, all but impossible. In
New York, the number of daily receptions of
stolen property probably amounts to some
thousands; yet the conviction of a receiver
is so rare that there is scarcely one to ten
thousand offenses; and the conviclion ef n
pawnbroker for receiving such property in
pledge we have never heard of.  Compared
to the swarms of operative plunderers, the
several classes of coriminal capitalists consti-
tute but a small body, Being much more
sensitive to the terrors of the law and more
c¢onfined to given localities, they offer by far
1 e fairest mark for successful erimioal logis-
1:tion, The mere “laborer” of the criminal
¢!nss, if we may o name the thief and the
Lurglar, has neither reputation to hazard nor
property to lose; he can hide himself or ran
away. Not so, howover, the man who has
invested his capital in aid of the preda-
tory class; he cannot conceal himself; and
if he run away, he must leave his houses,

his shop, or his stock Dbehind him.
These criminal eapitalists present a
vital and eoxceedingly wvulnerable part

of the organization. If it were made abso-
lutely unsafe for owners of property to afford
shelter to habitnal eriminals—the stern ruls
“No houseroom to the dishonest” being
rigidly enforced—and if it were also made ab-
solutely unsafe either to purchase stolen pro-
perty or to advance money upon it, the class
that now lives by plunder wonld per foree be
driven either to honesty or starvation. Some
ears ago, in the town of Kidderminster,
}'Englnm], it was noticed that while housshold
property, shop goods, valuables carried about
the person, ete. ete., were perfectly secure
from depredation, the thread and silk nsed in
bombazine and ecarpet weaving were con-
stantly stolen, Now, what was the cause of
this strange anomaly ? Kidderminster was not
large enough to conceal and support a trader
in stolen goods of the ordinary kind, but it
contained many small weavers, some of whom
had both means and inclination to buy the
stolen silk and thread. Civeumstances enabled
capital and labor—the capital of the small
weaver end the labor of the thief—to act
jointly against the silk and thread, while
they did not admit of such joint action against
other kinds of property.
There is a world of instrnetion in all this,
It says to society: Strike at the criminal capi-
falists in your warfare against crime; make
the cities too hot to hold them; destroy oppor-
tunity in the large towns as well as in the
small; and then evil inclination will remain
dormant and undeveloped in the former no
less than in the latter; but so long as, through
ignorance or fear, you fail to adopt this
method of attack, yon will be obliged to main-
tain an army of watchers to check evil ineli-
nation as it ripens into erime; your property
will be exposed to plunder and your persons
to injury; and thousands upon thousands of
children, who might be saved by a law as
inexorable as that which makes the magnetic
needle obey the londstone, will be doomed to
grow up under influences which will compel

them to become the criminal army of the
future,

lighted. As the Queen of Sheba, attracted
;l{y the reports of the grandeur and glory of

ing Bolomon, found on visiting him in his
royal city 91' Jerusalom that not one-half the
story of his surpassing splendors had been
told, even so the Sage of Auburn is entranced
with the splendors of Alaska. In the Port.
land U:‘('yrumm we find a fall veportof a
fpeech delivered by Mr, Seward, on the 19tk
duy of August last, at Sitka, the ohief seq.
port and ouly city of Alaska (population say
five hundred), and from this can of rich aretio
milk we propose to skim off the dalicious
cream in this article. First, in answer to the
inguiry, “You have looked on Alaska, what
do you think of it?" he says—

Sl nhappily, 1 have seen oo Httle of Alus 3
swer the question satisfactorily, The u;;r,‘?r:t:-‘ul:.:{
lne of the United States, exclusive of Alnskn, i85
10,000 miles, while the const line of Aluska nlone, (n-
cluding the Islands, I8 26,000 miles, The portion of
the Territory which les east of the peninsuiy, n.
cluding islands, 1s 190 miles wide; the westerg i,mr-
tion, Including the Aleutian lslands, expands to y
breadth of miled. The entire land area, inelg.
ding lsland, 18 BI7400 statute square miles, We
ghould think a foreigner very Jnrunumpiuuua who
ahould presume to give the world an opinion of the
whole of the United States of America after he haa
merely looked in from his steamer at Plymouth and
Boston harbor, or had run up the Huddon mver to
the Highlands, er had asoended the Delaware to
Trenton, or the James river to Richmond, or the
Mississippl no further than Momphis. My observa-
tion of Alaska thus far has hardly been more com-
prehensive.”

TLen, after describing his explorations

among the ssaboard {slands, and nﬁ to Mount
Pairweather, he proveeds to give his impres-
sions of the gountry,

First, ho tolls of the elimate. Of course, in
regions ko vast the climate must be variable,
but ha thinks that “‘he must boe a fastidious
person who complains of climates in which,
while the eagle delights to sonr, the humniing
Lird does not disdain to flutter.,” He says,
too, that “not only have these skies been anf-
ficiently bright and serene to glve me a parfect
view, nunder the sizxtieth )mrnﬁ‘rl, of the total
sclipse of the sun, and of the evening star at
the time of the sun’s obscuration, but I have
nlso enjoyed mora clear than thers have hean
clondy days in the early mornings and late
avonings peculiar to the senson.” And if they
have fewer nnclonded sunvisings and settingsy
in Alagka than in more sounthern latitudes,
they bave more frequent and more magnill-
cent digplays of the rainbow and the aurora.
“And of ull the moonlights in the world com-
mend me to those which light up the archi-
pelago of the North Pacific Ocean.” “The
thermometer tells the whole case when it
veports that the summer is cooler and the
winter is warmer in Alaska than in New York
and Washington.” The conntry, too, mnst be
Liealthy, for My, Seward suys that he has min-
pled freely with its mixed population, the
Tonguss, the Btickeens, the Cakes, the Hy-
dahe, the Sitkns, the Kootsnoos, and the Chil-
eats, nnd with the traders, soldiers, seamen —
Enghlish, Russian, Swedish, and American
and he has fonnd them all in robust and exu-
berant health, Manhood, up there, is active
and energetic: infancy seems exempt from
disense and age from pain. Could anything
more be nsked in the matter of elimate?

Secondly, the Alaskan rivers are broad,
shallow, and rapid, and the seas deep and
tranquil.  And such warine treasnves! The
whale therein abounds; and the gea otter, the
fur seal, hair seal, and the walrus; and those
waters swarm with salmon, cod, and other
delicious fishes. TFrom what he has seen he
is nlmost a convert to the theory that the
wiler produoces more for the sustenance of
animal life than the land. And the elond-
capped towers, domes, castles, and minarets,
and  snow-c¢overed cones and ridges of those
monntains are wonderful to behold: and those
glorions forests of pines, cedars, oy-
presses, firs and larches arve a sight to see.
Even the cotton-wood tree (the balm of
CGrilead) there grows to such a size that from a
single trunk a canoe is often made eapable of
bearing a phalaux of sixty warriors, Think
of that, And no beam, or spar, or mast, or
plank is ever required in any land which the
fragrant cedars of Alaska cannot furnish, And
the native grasses up there are first rate for
cattle and horses, Buch is the island and
const section of Alaska: and from all that is
known of the great inland Yukon valley, it is
miuch the same

In the third place, the land animnals of this
new purchase are worth something. They
include the elk and the deerin profusion —the
Lear, the black, the grizzly, the cinnamon,
and other varieties; mountain sheep, enor-
mous fellows, with rich fleeces: the wolf and
the fox, in several varieties; the heaver, the
otter, the mink, the raccoon, the marten, the
ermine, the squirrel—grey. black, brown, and
flying, It is from these fur-bearing animals
that the Hudson Bay Company have become

g0 rich that no combination of eapital has yet
heen found competent to buy them ont.

Next, with regard to the Alaskan ice evop.
It has been a failure in the coast ponds this
season; but in the glaciers (if that ice will do)
there is a liberal supply., In minerals, too,
Alaska is well supplied. Its copper mines are
an old story, and it has whole ranges of moun-
tains of iron, the very dust of which adheres
to the magnet, It has beds of coal on the
Kootsnoo; and in other places placer and gold
quartz mining is carried on,  With such re-
sources in the land and the water, with a
climate singularly salubrious, and with scenery
gurpassing in  sublimity that of the Alps, the
Apennines, the Alleghanies, or the Rocky
Mountaing, Mr., Seward expects a liloriou.q
future for Alaska in its settlement and deve-
lopment. The summer season in those high
latitudes is too short for much in the way of
farming and gardening: but for fishermen,
hunters, lumbermen, miners, and dealers in
ice, Alaska is the Promised Land.

We have given the substance of Mr. Bew-
ard’s report to the citizens of Sitka of the re-
sults of his observations as to the material
regources of Alaska. His political reflections
thercon arve full of enthusiasm. From all
that he says, we are inclined to think that
Alaska is o good bargain. Mr, Seward, how-
ever, in his detonrinrdly touched the main
continental body of Alaska, Therefore we
hope that among the recommendations of
General Grant's regular December message to
Congress he will recommend a liberal appro-
priation for a scientific exploring expedition
next summer of this prodigious ferra fncog-
nita by land and water. Mr. Beward's glances
along the coast will increase the public de-
gire to know all about the vast interior of
Alaska,

PURITY OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY.

The Democratic party of the United States,
for the last seven or eight years, has exhibited
a more steady and disinterested adherence to

rinciple than any party that has ever existed
in this country. When political parties ave
yretty evenly balanced, and either has tolera-
sly fair chances of gaining the control of the
Government and disposing of its patronage,
sordid motives bave free play, and the hope
of office and emolument is a potent influence
in political action. But, for the last eight
years, the Democratic party has had no san-
gnine expectation of *‘the spoils,” and no
other motive than honest patriotism could
have made it so firm, steady, and resolute as
it has shown itself to be in the vigorouns con-
tests against mighty odds in which the chances
of early snccess were so slender, The Demo-
cratio masses, and their true and tried lesders,
have breasted a malignant tide of obloguy and
vituperation, without the expectation of any
other reward than the satisfaction of discharg-
ing their duty to their country,

One consequence of so long n Hl.l'llg[.;lu
against arvogant and intolerant majorities s,
that the party has heen gifted, and selfish,
sordid spirits have deserted to the winning
gide. Men like Butler and Sickles, with a
il'llii_'k p.-rui}l‘;linnnf where their bread was
most likely to be buttered, went over, with
all convenient haste, into the camp of the
Republicans. All political traders, all men
of desperate fortnnes who sought to thrive
upon public plunder, perceived that they
eould not expect to grow fat by grazing in
the Democratic pastures. Like ravenous
birds atiracted by the seent of carvion, they
hovered and fluttered aronnd the party that
had contracts to give and offices to bestow.
Nearly all the venal politicians of the country
went into the lleﬁnblicun party. General
Grant, among others, deserted his enrly
political faith when he becawme convinced
that desertion was the rond to political proy
motion. The great mass of those who stayed
in the Democratic party stayed from motives

of patriotism and disinterested devotion to
principle,

It may perhaps be said, as a partinl offset

-

to thia wiew, that, here in the oity of New
York, the ascendancy of the Demooratic

arty has been uninterrupted; that its ma.
Torit_v bas been so great that it has bad no.
thing to fear from its opponents; and that
tho city patronage has supplied it with the
ordinary motives of vulgar politicians, So
for as liu_n may he true, or is even balieved to
be troe, lt. operates to the disadvantage of the
Demoerntic ]mr!y. Dexterons Demoaeratio
politicians in the city, secing that they had
little to ho;.n in abroader sphere, have been
under a strong temptation to act from narrow,
?uc-ni views, and to disregard the general
interests of the party in the pursnit of selfish
aims, The other parly would have adopted
n similar conrse in the same circnmstances;
and, indeed, one of the ohief sources
of demoralization in onr Btate politics has
been the bait presented by the city offices to
the cupidit of the Republionn Legislature at
Albany, The State Constitution has Leen re-
l\f‘ﬂll'(h.\’ violated to create all sorts of com-
missions for transferring large portions of
the city patronage to the party that counld
never havé gained it through the local eloc-
tions. The Albany politicians are no better
than the Tammany ring: but we must con-
code that the |'it_\' :o\'l‘l‘}]lul‘t:l of New York
has not e-\'vmpli!iwli the disinterested purily
and steady devotion to principle which may
be justly elaimed for the Damocratic party in
the rural districts of (he State and throughont
the country,

Tite baleful influence of the T.nu\nlml}‘ ring
is, however, H\I]ljtw‘l o two l)n\\':»rfiﬂ checks:
and when the Democratic party of the coun-
try regains its old ascendancy, it will be sub-
ject to n third, The first, and perhaps the
most important of the present checks, is the
necessity which the Tammany organization
is under of meeting with the Demoeracy of
the State every yenr in the Demoocratic
State CUonvention, In that econvoeation of
Democrats, every Assembly district is repre-
sented; and the Democrnts of the interior,
who have been trained in the school of ad-
vorsity, have the majority of the convention,
and control its nction. The consequence is,
that onr candidates for State offices arealways
nble and repntable men, men whose character
is above reproach, and whoss integrity is
never questioned, The Democracy of the
interior feel a distrust of Tamm iy, and never
put in nowination any of the candidates it
proposes, unless their chavactsr and record
bave been such as to command nuniversal con.
fidence. The shining caveer of Mr, Hoffman,
both as Recorder and Mayor, made him o
most geceptable eandidate for Governor: for,
nithongh he was snpported Ly Tammany, his
credit and reputation were ax great in the
rural districts as among all classes and por-
ties in the eity. Whatever may be thought
of some of the persons nomin ited and elected
in the city for judges, the Dosmocratic State
Convention has never asked the suffrages of
the people for uny man as Judge of the Court
of Appeals against whose standing and guali-
fications even the Republican press eould
find anything to say. The Democratic State
officers elected two years ago ave so able, up-
vight, and faithful that it 1s universally con-
ceded thet the party cannot do better than to
nominate them all for re-clection. The
sound feeling and rectifying good sense of
the Democracy of the State confine the in-
fluence of the Tammany ring within the
sphere of local politics. The Democracy of
the interior have a cordial fello v-feeling with
the honest Democratic masses ia the city: hut
not with the ring, which they regard with
distrist, and whose influence they always
think it safe to restrain.

Besides the salutary check of the rural De-
mocracy, exerted throngh the State Conven-
tions, the Ring is subject to the wholesome
fear of an honest, independent Democratic
press.  In the eity of New York it is casy for
n  vigorous, enterprising newspaper to be
honest and independent, because it can live
and prosper in juﬁﬂnce of any clique. Iead-
ers are so numerous, and the legitimate ad-
vertising business of a first-class newspaper
in a great commercial metropolis is so large,
that party journals feel no dependence on
party loaders, and dare to reflect the senti-
wents of the honest masses without mindihg

the hostility of rings or juntas,
or currying for the patronage which
they control. When the general interests of

the party require that the misdoings of a
olique shall be exposed and scourged, a pros-
perous journal in a great commercial city can
always afford to do it, and is sure to gain
populavity for its pluck and courage in pro-
}.mrlion as the squirming of corrupt leaders
setrays their dread of thelash. The more they
kick and ery out, the more certain the public
feels that the press w' ‘ch castigates them is
neither timid nor servile, and that they fear
and abuse what they cannot bribe or control,
The masses of the Democratic party are
honest, in the city as everywhere; and an
organ which is frue to their interests and
reflects their sentiments, may confidently rely
upon their snpport,

Another influence which will in time operate
as o restraint npon local rings, is & Demo-
cratic administration at Washington. The
leaders of loeal cligues will then be more sub-
ject to party discipline than they are at pre-
sent; and as they will wish to stand well with
the party at large when the party at large has
patronage at its disposal, they will not dace to
compromise the general reputation of the
Democratic organization,

THE VICTIMS OF MADHOUSES—A DI.
MAND FOR INQUIRY,

There must be some menns adopled, with
all possible promptitude, for inguiring into
the management of onr Innatic asylums, and
the agencies by which persons ave there in.
carcerated.

Within the past year a very considerable
nnmber of cases have come to light in this
city and vieinity, in which Forl‘nctiy sane in.
dividuals had been confined, nnder false pre-
texts, in these asylums. The lajest of such
cuses, which is at this time undergoing inves-
tigation, gives a new interest Lo the subjeet.

One of our eriminal lawyers received some
days ago a letter from an inmate of Bloom-
ingdale Asylam, declaring that he had been
sent there by his relations on false charges,
and nsking that measures be taken for his
relense. On going to the asylum the lawyer
was denied the opportunity of an interview
with his eorrespondent, bt being convineed
by ingunivies elsewhere that the vietim was
wrongly confined, he obtained awrit of habeas
corpus, which was returnable to-day. On
Monday, however, the alleged lunatic made
his appearance at the lawyer's office, snying
that hie bad been disissed from the institu-
tion; but the lawyer, convinced that the dis-
charge was given morely as a mpans by which
the making of a return to the writ might be
avoided, directed the man to go back to the
asylum, in order that the case might be
brought before the Court at the proper soa-
son.  We now trust it will be theroughly in-
vesligated, .

If the cironmstance were without prece.
dent, we should be less earnest in  divecting
altention to the subject, Tt Is bat a fow.
months gince the case of Commodore Meade,
who wns incarcersted in this same asylum,

stirred up the whols eomimunity, For social
rémsons, hia relations procured his confine-
ment, and be wns detained for sixty days,
notwithstanding the fact that active efforts
for hian rplease were mado by several persons
acquainted with the cirenmstances. When

finnlly these latlor managed to got him | On Vmeln.(}nm.

brought bofore the Supreme Conrt, Judge
Sutherland at once pronounced him in
sotind mind, ordered hLis  release, and de.
claved that he bad been incarcerated
in violation of luw and  juatice. It
was but last month that the relsnse
of a respectable old Indy, also from the
Bloomingdale Asylum, was obtained through
legnl proceedings; and it was shown on the
trinl that she also, thongh of perfectly sound
mind, had been confined at the instunce of
certain relations, for their own purposes. She
was released the day after the servios of the
writ of habeas corpus, and the points of law
involvedin the ense have not yet been doecidod
by the Court. Still another case is awaiting
decision in this city, of an elderly lady con-
fined as a linatic, the evidences of which ave
nlleged to econsist only of her ritualistio
practices, and hoer llulurmitm_l'mu
pose of her properly according
own will. Nor are anch cases confined
to this city. A lady was incarcerated
in the Trenton Lunatic Asylum, a short
time ngo, who bad given evidence of nusound
mind only Ly the fact of mareying the man
she loved. She was spivited away from her
hueband, who had great difficulty, some time
after, in discovering her whereabouts: but,
on doing 8o, and bringing her case before the
Court, he promptly proenred her release,
We had also an account, not long sinee, from
Philadelphia, by which it appeared that an
entirely sane widow lady had, for pecuninry
rensons, been shut up as a lnnatie, and it was
only after the greatest trouble that she sue-
ceeded in getting the case brought before the
Conrt and securing her freedom,

These are facts at onee disgraceful and
alarming; and when we see such incidents oe-
curring immediately aronnd ns—when we see
men and women of perfectly sound mind
seized and incarcerated in madhouses, in
order that the persons proenring their con-
tinement may carry out some nefarious pur-
pose—it is time that we demanded the adop-
tion of means for inguiring into the manage-
ment of onr lunatic asylums,

There is little diffienlty in wicked and de
signing persons procuring the confinement of
# vietim on the charge of lunacy. It is only
necessary that they should procure the order
of n nmgistrate and the certificate of lunney
from two pliysicians. It is a terrible thing to
think that we have magistrotes in this city
so unprincipled that there is no trouble in
inducing them to take anction in steh matters,
witheut the slightest regard to conscience or
justice; and it 18 no less terrible to think how
easy it is to find *“‘doctors” who have no
seruples whatever about giving certificates of
insumity in cases where it is made their
interest to do so. But that we fave magis-
trates and doctors of this kind {here is, nn-
happily, not the least doubt, We have also
another cluss of magistrates-—men of caraless
and negligent habits—and another class of
doctors—men who are ignorant, and incapable
of properly investigating cases of this nature

who are harvdly less to be dreaded than the
unprineipled and mercenary,

We must bave some changes inthe law
providing for commitments for lunacy. When
a man is accused of a criminal or a civil
oftense, he is regularly tried before a conrt of
proper jurisdiefion; he is permitted to pro-
duce witnesses in his own  behalf, and to fur-
nish all the exculpatory evidence he is able to
find. Burely, there ought slso to be some
effective legal means for gnarding the rights
of men and women accused of lonacy., It is
not necessary that the means should he of a
kind similar to those provided for the defense
of persons charged with violating the law;
but they should assuredly be sufficient to pro-
vide for self-vindication, and to secure a safe
defense against false charges, It is so terrible
to lemrn of such cnses as we have recited—it
is #o appalling to think of sound-minded
people confined in madhouses—that every
guard against the possibility of such oecur-
rences should be secnred by legislation and
upheld by legal penalties,
